In England it requires seven years Lo
learn & trade, Close application and
study to that thiog therefore which one
ia to make his lile work, for such a
length of time, must well qualify him for
bosiness, In America we are too esger
to got along. Our greed lor money get-
ting is #o taxed that we leave the quali-
fication for a calling out of the question.
I was reading an article the other day
which said that we had to go abroad for
skilled labor. When asked the cause
for this the writer said it was doe t> the
general antipathy of young Americans
to learn & trade. American youth can-
not wait to prepare himself for hia life
work, he is too anxious to forge ahead.

But such an apprenticeship conld he
required of yonng men in this country
and then there would be ample Lima to
acquire success in any calling. Some of
the best work in Literature and Art and
in the seiences hiag been accompliabed Ly
men beyond tilty., Ben Franklin was
bheyond fifty when he began the stody
of selence aud philosophy, so of Milton
and many other distinguished writers,
It is not a mistake then for the Ameri-
can youth to want to see resuolta too
soon. Let us be patient then and make
very thorough such things as we wish to
undertake or map out for our life work.

And a good road will move
the adjacent lund owner to straighten
out and brighten up his premises as a
matter of pride, Both ol these condi-
tious will appear to the eye of the
traveler at many points along Lhis rond
for many miles from Hardinsburg to
lLong lick. Long Lick, the church, so
called, sits on an clevation same distance
above the creek, surrounded by a grove
of beautiful oaks. It la an old historic
spot, The Catholics have worshipped
here lor years und years and ita very
name bears a precious memory to hand-
reda of them.
